W. W. Moreland, Governor Stone- 
man’s private secretary and Secretary 
of the State Board of Examiners, and J. 
J. Ayers, State Printer, have been in 
this city this week for the purpose of 
examining into the condition and ac- 
counts of the two Homes for Orphans 
here. The two gentlemen are making 
a tour of the State, and the Homes here 
make seventeen which have been ex- 
amined by them. They have two more 
to examine, one at Grass Valley and 
one at Sacramento. The inspection of 


_the Homes here has been completed. 


The Catholic Home is in good condition 
throughout. In this institution there 
are twenty-five orphans, sixty-one half- 
orphans, and three abandoned children, 


~ and the State aid amounts to $7,100 per 


annum. In the Protestant Orphan’s 
Home there are five orphans, twenty- 
five half-orphans, and one abandoned 


child, and the State aid amounts to. 


$2,750 per annum. The institution is 
in good condition, with one exception. 
The sewerage is very bad, and there 
is now one case of pneumonia. The 
examiners are of the opinion that more 
sickness will be the result unless good 
sewerage is provided, and will so state 
in their report.

THE LAST SPIKE. 


A great event is soon to be cele- 
brated in the Northwest. 
transcontinental railroad is to be 
opened. The Northern Pacific is near- 
ing completion,and the time for driving 
the last spike—the golden spike—has 
been fixed for the 8th of September. 
The place for it not yet precisely 
fixed, but will be a point a short dis- 
tance to the westward of Helena, 
Montana. Extensive preparations are 
making for a grand celebration of the 
important event. President Villard 
and his associates are determined to 
show the wor!d that/ “there’s nothing 
mean” about them. They are organ- 
izing an excursion westward over their 
road to the pike-driving point, which 
is to be composed of notables of 
this country and of the 
World. It is designed to make the cel- 
ebration of this event second, if pos- 
sible, in importance fo no similar one 
in the history of the industrial enter- 
prises of the world—not even second 
to the opening of the Suez Canal, 
when princes and potentates, Euro- 
pean and Asiatic, including Queen 
Victoria, were present to ‘give coun- 
tenance and dignity to the occasion. 

The opening of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad will be a great thing for the 
country through which -it will pass— 
for the eAtire country, indeed. It will 


_ traverse a region which is now largely 


a wilderness, but which is 
rich in natural resources and 
destined to speedily become populous, 
opulent and great.. The road pene- 
trates an almost illimitable natural 
wheat-field, the production of which, 
alresdy great, is destined, when settle- 
ment comes, to exceed the most ex- 
travagant calculations yet made of its 
capacity. 

But it is not alone the develop- 
ment of the Northwest which this 
transcontinental railroad will be a 
chief agent in effecting; 1t will have 
a marked effect upon the through 
business between the Atlantic and 
Pacific. In thecompetition which it will 
create, or ought to create, lies a large 
measure of the good which the 
country hopes may flow from its 
completion and operation. 

The effect of the opening of this 
road, as-viewed from the standpoint 
of St. Paul, is thus set forth. by the 
Pioneer Press of that city: 


It is true that this event will have a 
“more than local significance, and that 
the whole State may feel called upon to 
participate, since no other political 
division save those of the Northern 
Pacific Coast sustains the same relation 
to the great work. To give to this fact 
its due weight and significance is to 
unite the people of Mimnesota, and es- 
pecially all the cities most nearly con- 
cerned, in an attempt to do honor to 
the occasion, for this event is one whose 
ultimate consequences the imagination 
is scarcely competent to measure. It is 
.& matter of common knowledge that 
even those who have personally visited 
the regions of the Northwest which are 
opened to the outer world by this line 
are almost bewildered by their extent 
and the possibilities which they suggest. 
No just judgment can be formed of what 
they will have become a quarter of a 
century hence, any more than the 
Minnesotian of thirty years ago could 
have pictured to himself the Minnesota 
of to-day. And in the same way, it is 
hardly possible to express. in the terms 
of ordinary language what changes will 
be wrought by the completion of the 
Northern Pacific. Independent of the 
great country which it traverses, the 
very fact of the establishment of a new 
line of communication between ocean 
and ocean is enough to build up new 
groups of industries and give a wonder- 
ful impetus to existing centers of popu- 
lation. No State has such a lively in- 
terest in this as that which holds within 
its borders the cities where the com- 
merece of East and West will meet for 
distribution; where not only the Atlantic 
and Pacific Cuasts will lay their treas- 
ures down together, but where the pro- 
ducts of the opposite shores of the old 
world will lie side by side in their jour- 
ney round the world. The new trans- 
continental line will mean as much to 
Minnesota as the first one finished did 
to California. 


Next to St. Paul, if ‘not before it, 
Portland will be the great gainer by 
this through northern line; and San 


Francisco, too, will share largely in 


the common benefits. The entire 
Pacific Slope cannot fail to receive a 
fresh impetus from the opening of the 
road. 


During the year 1881 out of $26,- 
608,000 worth of horned cattle import- 
ed into the United States from all 
countries, $11,664,000 worth came 
from the United States, and out of 
$10,512,000 worth of fresh beef imports 
from all countries, $9,613,000 worth 
was from the United States. Our own 
returns show that in 1882 we exported 
to Great Britain $6,959,000 worth of 
horned cattle and $6,328,000 worth of 
fresh beef. The present year will 
show a considerable increase over 
these amounts.

OUR FRUITS IN BOSTON. 


California Raisins — Good Words 
From a High source. 
Bostoa Commercial Bulletin, Aug, 5.] 


CALIFORNIA RAISINS. 

‘The shipment of California raisins 
to Boston market promises 1h a short 
while to exceed in importance the 
shipment of green fruit. The receipts 
of Califormia raisins in this market 
last season were very small, but this 
was due to the fact that the price of

foreign raisins was very low while the 


California crop was light, and a very 
good market was found in the Pacific 
States at high prices. This year, how- 
ever, a large amount of vineyards will 
yield fruit for the first time and the 
growers..have made very extensive 


preparations for drying and packing a 

vale large crop, and consequently 
one shipments to this market are ex- 
pected. The raisins will begin to come 
in about the last of October and the 
season will last for five or six months. 

These California raisins are made 
from the Malaga grape and are large 
and of ‘excellent quality, and are ac- 
knowledged to be superior to the for- 
eign. They are also fresher, as they 
never have the leathery taste given to 
the foreign raisins by the sea voyage. 
Vast quautities of land are being an- 
nually, especially in Southern Cali- 
fornia, devoted to the culture of grapes 
for raisins, and the growers ure con- 
stantly increasing and impioving their 
facilities for drying and packing. They 
are also introducing a number of Span- 
ish laborers and will thus denve all 
possible advantages from skilled labor. 
The grapes can be grown so cheaply 
in California and the raisin production 
is increasing so rapidly thatin a few 


years, possibly in i885, it is conti- 


dently expected that the California 
raisins can be laid down in this mar- 
ket at $1.25@1.30 fora 24lb box, at 
which price the foreign raisins cannot 
compete with them. 

At present the freight on the Cali- 
fornia raisins is 14 cents per pound, 
which amounts to 25 cents_on 20 
pounds, and itis probable that as the 
shipments Eaet increase, the freights 
will be lowcred a little. The foreign 
raisins pay a duty of 2 cents per pound 
and 4 cent per pound freight, and this 
on a 20 pound box would amount to 
50 cents, and this 50 cents for freight 
and ,duty must be subtracted from 


. whatever the Spanish raisins sell at 


against but 25 cents to be subtracted 
from what 20 pounds of California 
raisins sell at. It is claimed by the 


~—~ Californiais that they can produce 


and that ina few years the 


raisins fully as cheap as the Spaniards, 
will con- 
trol the American market. In addition 
to their superior quality, buyers will 


_ be attracted to California raisins for 


another reason. They are houestly 
packed, the bottom layer being fully 
equal to the topand and the Doxes 
have always full weight. 

CALIFORNIA GREEN FRUITS. 
For some years past a number of 


shipments of these fruits have 
been made to this market and 
the amount is increasing each year. 


Last season the business was. large 
but as much~fruit arrived in 
poor shape the trade was not 3 com- 
plete success. This year, however, 
the fruit is coming forward in excel- 
lent condition and the receipts so far 
show a considerable increase over 
last season. The season for Califor- 
nia green fruit, under which term. is 
included pears, plums, peaches, apri- 
cots and grapes, extends from July to 
the latter part of September, and one 
of the largest receivers estimates that 
an average of 400 crates or boxes of all 
kinds per week were reccived here 
last. year. 

The first receip’ s this season were 


‘about the first of July, and it is esti- 


mated that about 1700 or 1800 boxes 
of pears, about 1500 boxes of. plums, 
about 300 boxes of peaches and per- 
haps 150 boxes of apricots have so far 
been received. Grapes are just begin- 
ning to come in, the first lot having 
been received last Tuesday. The fruit 
this year has been of excellent quality, 
though some of the peaches showed 
the effects of the long journey. The 
peaches sold from $4 to $4.50 per box, 
each of which contained from 40 to 60 
peaches. There were about 200 plums 
to each box, which sold at from $3 to 
$3.50 and up to $4 tor extra sizes. 
Each pear box contains 140 to 150 of 
large pears or from 150 to 175 
of the ordinary sized ones and 
have sold at from $4.50 to 
$6 each. The pears are all _ Bart- 
letts. Each case or box of grapes con- 
tains 40 pounds and sells at $7@8 and 
at about $4 per half case. The grapes 
are genetally of the Muscat variety. 
The increase in the shipments to 
Boston this: ‘year would have been 
much larger if thecrop in California 
was above the average. This green 
fruit is shipped from Sacramento to 
Chicago in bulk, and there broken up 
and part of it sent East. The receipts 
at Boston will be very largely increas- 


ed next year if thecrop is a good one, 


as the fruit arrives before either native 
or Southern fruit of the same kind is 
in the market, and the demand for it 
is. increasing. There are now only 
three or four receivers of it here, but 


‘it is probable that the namber will be 


increased next year.

During the high water, crossing the 
Colorado has been attended with con- 
siderable danger, but as the water re- 
cedes the danger is reduced to a small 
item, and the passage can be accom- 
plished i in much less time. © 

Passengers now have to lay over at 
the crossing of the Colorado river some 
twenty-two hours. This could be 
easily remedied by the trains making 
closer connections.

“A RARE FIND. 


Antique Maunscript | of the 
Book of Deuteronomy Founda, 
. A Mr. Shapira, of Jerusalem, a 
bookseller and dealer in antiquities, 
has just deposited in the British mu- 
scum fifteen slips of black sheep-skin 
leather on which are written, in char- 
acters similar to those on the celebrated 
Moabite stone, portions of the book of 
Deuterononiy diff.ring materially 
from the received version. The date 
of the slips ‘is the ninth century be- 
fore Christ, or sixtecn centuries older 


than any authe. tic manuscript of any 
part of the Old Testament. Mr. 
Shapira bought them from an old 
Arab, and he asks for them $5,000,000 
from the British museum. If genuine, 
the interest and importance of the dis- 
covery cannot be over-rated, and so 
far as the variations in the sacred text 
are concerned, there is promise of one 
of the greatest controversies that 
scholars have ever entered upon. The 
decalogue furnishes a good example 
for comparison with: the received ver- 
sion. I quote from the Shapira 
record 

Iam God, thy God, which liberated 
thee from the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. Ye shall have no 
other gods. 

- Ye shall not make to yourselves any 
graven image, W08r any likeness that is 
in heaven above, or that is in the earth 
beneath, or that is in the waters under 
the earth. Ye shall not bow down to 
them nor servethem.

Secretary Chase, with the dignity 
which belonged f° his noble presence, 
gave the conference a very lucid, 
frank and masterly exposition of the 
crisis in its national aspects, and the 
pressing need of the Government for 
money, explaining the act of Congress 


authorizing the loan. The wise old 
heads listened, bowed in thought 
and grave apprehension. Naturally 
timid as are men of experience in- 
trusted with weighty responsibilities, 
and naturally conservative even to 
an excess of caution under new 
and untried circumstances, they 
shrank, as was not unnatural, from 
the assumption of powers which, from 
the stand-point of average human 
foresight, might involve their institu- 
tions in bankruptcy. At least the 
situation was novel—the present 
clouded with doubt and the future 
unilluminated by any light from the 
past.

THE DUTCH. 


Several Germans” on English 
Ignorance and Operatic Music, 

A subscriber signing himself ‘‘Several 
Germans,’’ writes to the an in- 
dignant letter, in which~ he says that 


‘his attention has been’ called to an 


article in last Friday’s issue of this 
paper, in which mention is made of a 
newly-organized German singing suciety 
in this city, and in which ‘‘ old Dutch 
operas’’ were incidentally alluded to. He 
says: ‘*The word ‘Dutch’ is used 
rather freely by the lower classes of the 
English-speaking people; very often out: 


| of ignorance, and very often in black- 


guardism. Since we cannot suppose 
that the writer of the ubove ‘mentioned 
article is in any way ignorant, or that 
he intended to appear vulgar, we must 
suppose that he really meant what he 
said,—‘ Dutch operas ’—but, though we 
are familiar with German, French and 
Italian music, we have never heard of 
‘Dutch operas’ and choruses, aud would 
ask what operas the writer referred to.’’ 

The writer of the article above 
mentioned will not acknowledge that the 
use of the word ‘‘ Dutch’’ by the lower 
classes of the English speaking people, 
or by the higher classes, either, is any 
evidence of ignorance or blackguardism. 
On the contrary, he believes that if 
“*Several Germans’’ would escape the 
charge of ignorance, he will do well to 
review his historical studies. No 
sensiblé person need be ashamed to use 
the word ‘‘ Dutch,’’ and if the writer of 
the article complained of were not an 
American be would not have the least 
objection to being a Dutchman. 
He remembers that the present 
great Empire of Germany would never 
have existed had it not been for the 
patriotism and courage of the. Dutch, 
and he would consider ita high honor 
to belong to a country which produced 
such statesmen as John de Witt and his 
colleagues of the States-General; a 
country to which England, the greatest 
of the English-speaking nations of the 
seventeenth century, was proud to send 
her Sir William Temple for the purpose 
of negotiating the Triple Alliance. 
‘‘Seyeral Germans’’ should read up the 
history of his country, and esnecially of 
the United Provinces. It he will do so, 
his indignation, because a_ writer 
chooses to use the word ‘‘Dutch” in a
